"General Lee, I think, displayed 
his greatest weakness as a tactical 
commander on the battlefield of 
Gettysburg. 
The tactics 
at G et­ 
tysburg were weak and fatal to suc­ 
cess. General Lee*s attacks 
were 
made in detail, and not in one co­ 
ordinate overwhelming rush as it 
should have been. 
The first col­ 
lision was an unforeseen accident. 
We did 
not invade 
Pennsylvania 
merely to fight a battle. 
We could 
have gotten a battle anywhere in 
Virginia, and a very much better 
one than th a t offered us at G et­ 
tysburg. 
We invaded 
Pennsylva­ 
nia, ro t only as a diversion, to de­ 
moralize and dishearten the north 
and shake off G rant at Vicksburg. 
but. if possible, to draw the fed­ 
erals into a battle upon our own 
terms. 
We were so to manouevre 
as to outgeneral the Union com­ 
mander, as 
we had done at the 
scond M anassas campaign; in other 
words, to m ake opportunities for 
ourselves and take prompt advan­ 
tage of the most favorable one that 
presented itself. I had confidence 
that this was the purpose of Gen­ 
eral Lee and th a t he would accom­ 
plish it.
